Salk, Live Virus Vaccines 
Both Vital to Fight Polio 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A com- 
mittee of polio experts say there 


is a need for both the Salk 
killed-virus vaccine and the 
newer live virus vaccines 
against polio. 


The committee is a 12-mem- 
ber group from the World 
Health Organization. . 

It advocated that the Salk vac- 
cine, which must be injected, be 
used for primary vaccination in 
such areas as parts of North 
America and Northern Europe 
“and where adults often con- 
tract the illness.” 

But it indicated it favored use 
of the live virus vaccines, which 
can be taken orally, in “coun- 
tries where health services are 
not well developed.” It also 
said the live vaccine might be 
used as a booster in areas where 
Salk vaccine is given is the pri- 
mary immunization. 

The group said: 

“The committee pointed out 
the Salk vaccine had

when it had been properly used, 
but that it was expensive and 
difficult to administer, especially 
in countries where health ser- 
vices were not well developed. 
“Especially in these areas the

“The committee considered 
that the live vaccine had now 
been proved safe for the immu- 
nization of children in huge 
trials in America, Africa and 
Eastern Europe. 


“More than 60 million had 
been vaccinated in the USSR 
alone without reported ill ef- 
fects. Because of the lack of 
data the committee reserved 
judgment about its widespread 
use in countries where polio 
affected a higher proportion of 
adults. 


“This was because polio infec- 
tion is more risky in adults who 
have never been in contact with 
the vi and it was thought 
the vaccine had not yet 
been adeqUately tested for safe- 
ty in this highly susceptible 
group.” 

As to effectiveness of the live 
vaccines, the committee said in- 
formation on this point, “al- 
though hopeful, was not conclu- 
sive as to its degree under all 
circumstances ... 80 far this 
had certainly not proved to be 
100 per cent.”

constantly tear. 


I do not mean to imply that 
these breeds alone are disposed 
to these congenital defects, for 
indeed even mongrels can suffer 
from these physical abnormali- 
ties of the eyelids. 


Most, if not all, eye diseases 
that exist in humans can occur 
in animals. Of course, for 
practical and economical 
reasons, of the domestic ani- 
mals, dogs and cats are the 
species most often involved in 
eye therapy.

South African Boycott 
Causes Some Uneasiness 


JOHANNESBURG (Kyodo. 
Reuter)—The boycott of South 
African goods has had little di- 
rect effect on the country’s eco- 
nomy so far but its effects are 
only just. beginning to be felt, 
in the view of businessmen and 
some government officials here. 

Already a number of export- 
ers have been hard hit. Money 
is becoming increasingly tighter 
and there is a general uneasi- 


ness among businessmen at 
what the future may bring. 
This does not spring only 


from the possible effects of a 
growing boycott but from other 
factors such as the slowing 
down of foreign capital coming 
into the country, reflecting a 
continuing lack of confidence 
abroad. 

The latest issue of the Finan- 
cial Mail published here said: 
“The economy stagnates on the 
edge of depression.” 

A spokesman for the South 
African Exporters Association, 
whose members do more than 
£50 million sterling worth of 
business annually, told Reuter 


that a first check on the posi- 


tion of members showed losses 
in the region of £250,000 
sterling.

- United Nations and the New Era 


Last Sunday was the 15th anniversary of the signing 


of the United Nations Charter on June 26, 1945, when 
delegates of 50 nations met in San Francisco for the purpose. 
The Charter actually came into force on October 24, 


1945, when China, France, 


Soviet Russia, the United 


Kingdom and the United States and a majority of the 
other signatories had filed their instrurnaents of ratification, 


October 24 is now observed 
it may not be amiss to take 


as United Nations Day but 
note of-the earlier occasion. 


The Charter-may be said to mark a new era in international 
relations and if the organization has not achieved all it 
set out to do it has undoubtedly proved an effective 
instrument in preventing the outbreak of a major war 


and in settling some difficult disputes. 


That it could do 


more if the policies of individual nations would permit 


is obvious, and we can only 


hope that as time goes on 


the member states will be increasingly inclined to refer 
their difficulties to the international organization. 


One of the most important statements of purpose in 
the Charter was that which promised to “develop friendly 
relations among nations based on respect for the principle 


of equal rights and self<etermination of peoples.” 


Today, 


this increasing selfdetermination of peoples is the most 


prominent factor 


in the prevailing 


international scene, 


and it is highly significant that by the beginning of next 


month nearly 
independent. 


half of the continent of 


Africa will be 


For better or for worse, the creation of a large number 
of independent states is the latest political development 
of the age, and fully in accordance with modern sentiment. 
If it has largely come about through the influence of the 


spirit of the United Nations 
the fact itself would appear 


Charter, at the same time 
to indicate a greater need 


for the over-all activities of such an international organiza- 


tion as the United Nations. 


Whether the world will ever grow from this position 
to “a parliament of man, the federation of the world,” 


remains to be seen. 


At the present moment there would 


seem to be ground for believing that something of the 
sort may come about in the not too distant future. 
Meanwhile, it is interesting to note from a message 
from New York that the United Nations is getting so 
many new members that it is in danger of outgrowing 


the headquarters opened less than 10 years ago. 


The 


General Assembly hall was planned to hold 70 national 
delegations but there are now 82 member countries and 
12 are expected to he admitted when the Assembly meets 


next autumn. 
eventually reach 120.

The Security Council is expected to meet today to 


recommend membership for 
former French West African 


Mali, the federation of the 
colonies of Senegal and the 


Sudan which became independent recently. Later in the 
week it is expected to consider the case of the Malgache 
Republic, covering the island of Madagascar, which gained 
independence from France last Sunday. Other new African 
States expected to claim admittance to the United Nations 
are the Belgian Congo (become a republic), Somalia and 
similar areas emerging out of colonial status. 

A new Mediterranean state will see light when the 
British colony of Cyprus becomes an independent republic. 
At present the island’s independence is being held up by 
a controversy over the size and eventual disposition of 


the British base there. 


It is perhaps an encouraging feature of the development 
of new national states that there has been a disposition 


among them to cooperate with one another. 


So long as 


this does not result in an attempt by one region of the 
world to gang up against another, such cooperation may 
be regarded as auxiliary to the efforts of the United Nations 
and as pomting to a sense of the oneness of mankind's 


economic. and social interests. 


The conference of independent African states in Addis 
Ababa, which ended with last Friday’s plenary session, 
adopted a resolution that approved the reaffirmation of 
loyalty to the Charter of the United Nations, the declaration 
of human rights and the declarations of Bandung and 


Accra. 


Some of the other resolutions passed may not 


receive universal approbation but on the whole we feel 
that the African states’ representatives showed restraint 


and good sense. 


It must be recognized that “colonialism,” 


now out of date, has in the past conferred some marked 
benefits on backward peoples, as well as some undoubted 


wrongs, and that without it 


many regions of the world 


would still live in barbarism. Nearly all peoples have 
now outgrown it, but nothing is gained by ignoring what 


good it has done in the past. 


Nor must the new nations 


allow themselves to be misled by those Communists who 
attempt to take advantage of “anticolonial” feelings to 


carry on a cold war against 


various Western nations. 


If the Charter-of the United Nations means anything, 
it means a concerted attempt to reconcile all differences 
and divisions in one great effort for the universal better- 


ment of peoples.

of labor to Jagjivan Ram 


who is technically an untouch- 
able, technical in the sense that 
he belongs to the socalled de- 
pressed classes. Ram _ served 
well at labor conferences in 
Geneva and he is regarded as 
one of the strong men of the 
Congress Party organization. 
He is a member of the Congress 
Parliamentary Board which 
scrutinizes applications of 
Congress Party candidates. 

The Congress Party is the 
most influential and best organ- 
ized party in the country. If a 
person stands on its ticket, he 
gets the influential support of 
the entire Congress Party 
machinery. The name of the 
Congress Party also enables him 
to secure additional support 
from the people. There is, 
therefore, a highly competitive 
race for what is called the Con- 
gress ticket. Ram is one of 
those who scrutinizes the appli- 
cations and, from all accounts, 
he has played an influential 
part in determining who should 
be the Congress Party candi- 
dates in the elections, 

In every province or state of 
India the Congress Party has 
laid down the precedent that in 
the Government there should he 
representation for the depressed 
classes and, invariably, an in- 
fluential member of the 
depressed classes has been in- 
cluded in the state Cabinet 
teams. Recently in the large 
state of Andra a man from the 
depressed classes, Mr. San- 
jivaiyya,. was chosen as the 
chief minister. This is the first 
time in the history of India that 
a man from a depressed class 
has headed a state goverment. 

In the railways and govern- 
ment services provision has 
been made for the recruitment 
of members of the depressed 
classes and, in many cases, 
quotas have been assigned 
which have to be filled _by 
members of the backward com- 
munities. As far as government 
services are concerned, there is 
no constitutional or legal bar to 
Harijans, as the depressed 
classes are called, 

More has been done for the 
depressed classes after inde- 


Party President 

It is a matter of profound re- 
gret that the leaders of the Li- 
beral-Democratic Party are eng- 
rossed in an ugly scramble for 
political power before trying to 
study what policy they should 
take after assuming the reins 
of Government and how to solve 
the nation’s muddled political 
situation.

had to be given. It was 
Mahatma Gandhi who saw the 
danger inherent in the creation 
of a segregated community. 


When it was proposed in 1931 
that members of the depressed 
classes should have represen- 
tatives in the legislature elected 
through separate electoral col- 
leges, Gandhi threatened a fast 
unto death and declared public- 
ly that unless segregation was 
abolished he would lay down 
his life. 


The leaders of the depressed 
classes themselves accepted 
Gandhi's suggestion that 
they regard themselves as mem- 
bers of the Hindu community. 
It was Gandhi's mission that 
Hindus should go through a 
long period of: atonement for 


the injustices inflicted on the 
members of the depressed 
classes. From that time on- 


ward, up to the last day of his 
life, Gandhi regarded himself as 
a servant of the depressed 
classes and aroused the: moral 
conscience of the Hindu com- 
munity to do what it could to 
remove the injustices and hard- 
ships from which the so<called 
untouchables were suffering. 
Temples have been thrown 
open to depressed classes all 
over India and the practice of 
untouchability in the matter of 
exclusion of MHarijans from 
places of worship and eating 
houses can well be a penal of- 
fense in many states of India. 
There is no law that would bar 
a Harijan from seeking entry 
to any place in the country. 
He is allowed complete freedom 
to vote and to choose his own 
leaders. One of the members of 
the depressed classes  de- 
feated B. V. Girl, a well known 
trade union leader and a former 


ambassador of India to Ceylon, 


While all public restrictions 
in the way of Harijans seeking 
opportunities in advancement 
have been removed, there are 
reported cases in remote 
villages of Harijans not being 
allowed to use public wells or 
to take advantage of other 
amenities available to the 
public. It must be remembered 
that India has a substantial illit- 
erate population and that the 
hold of orthodoxy in villages is 
much stronger than in the 
towns. But such cases are rare 
and wherever cases of discriml- 
nation have been reported, 
efforts are made to see that dis- 
crimination ends. 

This is not a perfect world 
and India does not claim to be 
perfect in the matter of 
removal of every kind of dis- 
crimination.: It must be men- 
tioned in this context that there 
is a substantial percentage of 
the population in India which 
is vegetarian and many 
Harijans are nonvegetarians. 
There is this invisible dietary 
barrier and if, in some obscure 
village, a Brahmin who is tradi- 
tionally a vegetarian is unwill- 
ing to take his meals with 
Harijans who may be non- 
vegetarians, it should not be re- 
garded as people oppressing the 
depressed classes minority.

‘Racial and_ sectional i pre- 
judices, which are the soil for 
the practice of discrimina- 
tion, first must be rooted out of 
the mind.

Opinions From Abroad 


Undemocratic Principle 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said: “The tumul- 
tous events leading to the treaty 
ratification have raised grave 
apprehensions.” 

“And the most disturbing as- 
pect is that the most active ele- 
ments were masses of left-wing 
students and professors in al- 
liance with left-wing labor.” 

The paper said what had hap- 
pened in Japan showed clearly 
that the Japanese left-wing in- 
tellectuals and laborites must 
yet learn “certain basic prin- 
ciples and concepts accepted by 
the Free World.” 

The paper defended the right, 
under a democracy, of _ free 
speech, press and assembly “in- 
cluding the freedom to demon- 
strate, even to snake dance in 
the streets in the Japanese stu- 
dent way. But it does not mean 
the freedom or the right of the 
minority to impose its will on 
the majority by force or vio- 
lence.” 

The paper came out against 
what it called the Japanese So- 
cialist theory that nothing the 
majority did was legal unless 
the minority consented. 

“That is not a democratic 
principle,” said the paper, “but 
the Soviet principle of ‘unani- 
mity’ that paralyzes the United 
Nations and would be the death 
of parliamentary government.” 


Democracy Misunderstood 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The 
Washington Post said many 
Japanese fail to understand 
democracy and believe that 


force can be applied if they are 
unable to win at the polls. 

“Only a few Japanese today 
see the grim parallel between 
this view and that of the young 
officers who in the early 1930s 
assassinated moderate. political 
leaders,” the paper said. 

“Kishi is accused of what the 
Japanese call ‘tasu boryoku’ or 
despotism of the majority. This 
is considered by many to be 
undemocratic, 

“In reality it was the Soci- 
alists who flouted parliament- 
ary government in their efforts 
to force their will on the ma- 
jority,” it said. 


Algerian Problem 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The ac: 
ceptance by the Algerian rebels 
of French President De Gaulle’s 
invitation to come to Paris for 
talks “is a tremendously stirring 
and hopeful event,” the Herald 
Tribune said. — 

“Two great difficulties lie in 
the way of a settlement,” the 
paper added. “One is the ob- 
viously differing visions of the 
Algerian future held by De 
Gaulle and by the FLN. De 
Gaulle foresees an Algeria vot- 
ing, when the self-determination 
balloting is held, for an autono- 
mous state associated with 
France. The rebels envisage an 
Algeria voting for secession 
from the French framework and 
probably an Algeria governed 
by the FLN, Even laying down 
the “conditions for a cease-fire 
is likely to be an arduous and 
perilous ‘task. 

“The second obstacle to a set- 
tlement comes not from the re- 
bels but from those French set- 
tlers who have never been re- 
conciled either to De Gaulle’s 
liberal plans for self-determina- 


tion or to the defeat of their 
own uprising last January. 
“With all these caveats, it is 
impossible not to be buoyed up 
by the thought that after five 
and a half years of torment and 
strife a sign of light has ap- 


peared. The Algerian problem 
is not vet solved. But for the 
first time both sides have 


acknowledged that it is not in- 
soluble. And from that start- 


ing point it is possible to move 
forward.” 


Reds at Variance 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
New York Herald Tribune 
said the current eclo- 
gical dispute between tle So- 
viet Union and Communist 
China could not be dismissed 
lightiy but instead was a “real 
factor in international diplo- 
macy.” 

“Lanatics or not, the Chinese 
Communists have been living by 
the sword for the longer part 
of four decades. They have 
conquered Tibet as well'as half 
of Vietnam and have protected 
half of Korea from liberation. 
Now they are nibbling at India. 
Thus they have always held to 
the irreconcilable nature of the 
conflict with capitalism and ap- 
parently are less appalled by 
nuclear War than Mr, Khrush- 
chev, 

“The ideological argument be- 
tween Khrushchev and the old 
Stalinists, including those in au- 
thority in China, is not to be 
lightly dismissed. It is a real 
factor in international diplo- 
macy. And while it would be 
a dangerous illusion to antici- 
pate a breach between the two 
Communist wings, it would be 
equally foolish to overlook the 
dangers or the possibilities that 
the situation presents.”

Police to Be Congratulated 


To the Editor: 

As relief from the literal and 
physical insults and brickbats, 
recently distributed so freely, 
I would like to call attention to 
a phase of the recent riots 
which has been generally over- 
looked. Congratulations, thanks 
and sympathy are very much 
in order to the police for their 
trials, tribulations, perseverance 
and general admirable conduct 


under conditions which are in 
no respect their fault. 
Day after day, I have 


observed the riots and demon- 
strations on TV and have seen 
them subjected to stoning, re- 
vilement and all manner of at- 
tack. And they have never 
forcibly resisted, until the very 
last moment, af@ then only in 
order to protect the Diet or 
other buildings entrusted to 
their care, 


It'- is also of memorable note 
that there has occurred only 
one death. This is little short 
of miraculous considering the 
scale and number of violent ac- 
tions. 


Recently, when the definition 
of democracy depends entirely 
on the tint of the individuals’ 
political views, this is a demo- 
cratic virtue about which no 
one can argue. And these are 
very definitely not the police 
of prewar days as described by 


some of my Japanese acquaint- 
ances. And these same actions 
are, I think, the best argument 
—and augury for the future— 
for the democratic intentions 
and practices of the Japanese 
Government. The entire organ- 
ization deserves the heartfelt 
thanks and appreciation of the 
entire country. 


This suggests that something 
of practical benefit to them, to 
democracy, and to what is 
synonymous in this case—law 
and order—is in order. It 
should be apparent that democ- 
racy depends, for survival, 
upon tacit agreement not to 
use force in politics. The in- 
sistence upon the use of force, 
inevitably brings about anar- 
chy, which leads to totalitarian- 
ism, In order to enforce order. 
It follows, that if present con- 
ditions continue, some form of 
totalitarian government is in- 
evitable. Therefore, as a pre- 
ventive measure, in a democrat- 
ically undeveloped country, a 
suitable increase in the power 
to maintain order is the best 
insurance for a democracy. 
Certainly with authority appro- 
priate to conditions, much of 
the recent violence and disorder 
could and would have been 
avoided.

Harmful Talk 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Harton (Japan Times, 
June 17) seems to think that 
ICU is a stronghold of anti- 
Americanism because some 
of its faculty and staff deplored 
the use of force in the Diet and 
wished to reaffirm the demo- 
cratic intention of the Japanese 
peace Constitution! 


His “argument” is unlikely to 
convince any dispassionate 
person, or anyone acquainted 
with ICU. 

Several of your recent cor- 
respondents have insisted on 
Japan's debt to America. There 
is indeed much solid basis for 


friendship between the two 
countries. But friendship 
implies give-and-take 


tween free agents. And those 
who wish to build up and pre- 
serve this relationship 
should be chary of forcing the 
issue: those who insist that 
Japan should agree to every- 
thing American, without discus- 
sion, just because it is 
American, are not going to 
further that friendship. It is 
bad diplomacy and, in effect 
though not in intention, the 
most dangerous kind of anti- 
Americanism. 


I am an Englishman. And 
let me admit that the fault of 
which I accuse Mr. Harton has 
often been imputed to my 
countrymen by Americans. Let 
Mr. Harton imagine himself to 
be living in Ceylon or India or 
Malaya before those coun- 
tries gained their independence. 
What would he, as an Ameri- 
can, have thought if he had 
read such a letter by an 
Englishman complaining, in one 
of those countries, of anti- 
British feeling? Would he not 
have set it down as a comically 
clumsy expression of  indig- 
nant British imperialism? 


And would he not have seen 
that it weakened the British 
cause? He might even decide 
that it was so obviously harm- 
ful in effect that it could 
hardly be the innocent piece of 
foolishness it looked» on the 
surface, but was a deliberate 
attempt to create anti-British 
feeling. At least he would have 
decided that the writer of the 
letter, however good his inten- 
tions, should have stopped to 
think. 


There is far too much talk 
just now of a loose and illogi- 
cal kind, talk which assumes 
that those who do not agree 
with Mr. Kishi and Mr. Harton 
must be anti-American and pro- 
Communist. It is not only illo 
gical, it is dangerous: persuade 
people that there are only two 
camps, and you have onlv 
yourself to blame if they join 
the wrong one. 


Let us try to further friend- 
ship and cooperation be- 
tween East and West by ail 
means in our power: by 
generosity, by thought and un- 
derstanding, by tolerating and 
indeed delighting in one 
another's differences (how 
dull if we were all alike, cul- 
turally, politically, or in any 
other way!), but not by force 
or by threats. 


I personally deplore’ the 
threats implied in the anti-Kishi 
demonstrations as much as Il 
deplore those implied in Mr. 
Harton’s letter. If the harm he 
is doing to the U.S. cause is 
unintentional, this cannot be 
said of the harm he intends to 
the ICU; and (to end on a less 
priggish note) I regret that the 
American and -Japanese law of 
libel gives less protection than 
the English.

The various coun- 
tries of the world must seek 
peaceful coexistence through 
mutual concession and leniency. 
If Japan should be guided only 
by a small group of people “in 
the sun,” it would certainly 
be made into “an orphan” of 
the world. 

We must look squarely upon 
things now happening in the 
world at present and, on the 
basis of such affairs, we should 
chart our course and our final 
destination. It is . absolutely 
impossible for us to achieve 
any good results so long as we 
repeat those disgraceful inci- 
dents that happened in this 
country recently. The world at 
large will keep moving ahead 


without being restrained by 
what is now happening in 
Japan. We must settle the cri- 


sis now confronting this nation, 
and that at once.
